Each of those client files contains account forms and subscription documents and
other personal documents and information, which include and contain financial and personal
identiﬁabler information that should not be publicly disclosed. . Each investor would be harmed if
such personal and financial information were publicly disclosed. The harm resulting from
disclosure would outweigh the benefits of disclosure. Counsel for Respondent LaBine has
expressed no objection to this request.
